1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a coated oriented film comprising a 
film consisting of syndiotactic polystyrene and an adhesion-improving layer, said adhesion- 
improving layer comprises one or more of the recited resins (A)-(H), wherein: (1) the adherent 
layer fiirther comprises the recited polystyrene sulfonate salt as a major component (claim 5); (2) 
a slip layer consisting of the recited 4 components is present on the adhesion-improving layer 
(claim 7). YAMASAKI ET AL and ARAI ET AL '839 and DAVIS and EP 444206 and JP 5- 
200858 and JP 2002-012837 and EP 772082 and JP 08-165367fails to disclose an adhesion 
coating containing the recited major proportion of polystyrene sulfonate salt or the recited slip 
layer.
